The Gospel of today’s Mass re. 
ports that Jesus appeared to His 
disciples on Easter evening with 
the words: “Peace be to you. As 
the Father hath sent me, I also 
send you.” When He had said this, 
He breathed on them, and He said 
to them: “Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost: whose sins you shall for. 
give, they are forgiven them: and 
whose sins you shall retain, they 
are retained.” 

Note well the words, “As the 
Father hath sent me, I also send 
you.” How had the Father sent 
Jesus” With full power over sin 
Even before His birth, the angel 
had declared: “Thou shalt call His 
name Jesus: for He shall save His 
people from their sins” (Matthew 
121

Reshooting is a rare occasion, restore peace to the world 


so smoothly does the pattern gen- 
erally run. Professional film mak- 
ers tease Father Keller by telling 
him that he is making the

—no script, just talk it over, then 
roll the cameras. A famous com- 
edian. after appearing as a guest, 
quipped “Don't let my studio find 
out that I was able to make a pic- 
ture this fast!” | 

Nevertheless, this system en- 
ables the Chrictuphers to 


four or five pictures in a day, in- 


stead of taking two or three days 
to make one picture. This means 
a great saving in technical costs. 
But more importantly it lends a 
freshness and spontaneity to the 
program that would not be con- 
veyed by scripts and rehearsals. 


More than once the appearance 
of a guest has been a “first” with- 
out the usual hours of rehearsal 
On one occasion, the guest, a lead- 
ing Hollywood actor, was so ner. 
vous working without a script that 
he asked to have the film de- 
stroyed after he appeared To 
his happy surprise the film turned 
out so well that he has made “ad 
lib” appearances since, with all 
the confidence in the world! 


Good Investment 
Prepared on film in New York 
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‘and Hollywood, the Christophers 
make 15 or 20 programs at a time, 


usually 3 or 4 times a year. Only 
a few prints of each program are 
made, each going to all the sta- 
tions on a staggered basis 
not all the stations are carrying 
the same program 
time. This distribution is handled 
by NBC in New York. who lend 
valuable assistance to the Christo 
phers by charging only what it 
costs them. With this series of 
economies (a source of amaze- 
ment to those who know the pro- 
hibitive costs of movies and tele- 
vision), the Christophers are able 
to keep the cost of each program 
down to about $2400 per week. 
This totals to $124,000 per year, 
for a program that will run week- 
ly, summer and winter, on 85 sta-
